He finally 
reached Sutter’s Fort, his men being 
reduced almost toskeletons. Fremont 
was given the double brevet of first 
ieutenant and captain in 1845, and 
in the spring of that year set out ona 
third e — to explore the great 
basin abd tbe aritime region of Ore- 
on and California. The Mexican 
. at Monterey ordered him 
to leave the country at once, which 
he was unable to do owing 
to the exhaustion of his men 
and the lack of supplies. The Mexicans 
then pared to attack him, but he 
made bie way northward into Oregon, 
where he received dispatches from 
[Washington directing him to watch 
over American interests in California. 
Returning to this State, he found Gen. 
Castro preparing to destroy the Amer- 
ican settlements on the Sacramento. 
The settlers flocked to Fremont’s 
camp, and in less than a month be had 
freed Northern California from Mexi- 
can authority. He received a lieuten- 
ant-colonel’e commission in 1846, 
and was elected Governor of California 
by the American settlers on July 
4tb. He was appointed by Commodore 
Stockton, who had arrived at Monte- 
rey, military commander and civil 
governor of the Territory. Shortly 
afterward a quarrel broke out between 
Gen. Stephen W. Kearney and Commo- 
dore Stockton as to who sbould com- 
mand. Both required allegiance from 
Fremont, who concluded to obey Stock- 
ton’s orders, for which he was put 
under arrest and tried by court-mar- 
tial at Washington in 1547, He was 
found guilty of mutiny,“ ‘‘disobedi- 
ence of the lawful command of a supe- 
rior ofllcer, and conduct to the 
prejudice of good order and military 
discipline,“ and sentenced to be d 
missed from the service. A majority 
of the members of the court recom- 
mended him to the clemency of Presi- 
deut Polk. The President afterward 
refused to confirm the verdict of 
mutiny, but approved the rest of the 
verdict and the sentence, of whicb, 
however, he remitted the penalty. 
Notwithstanding this Fremont at once 
resigned his commission, and in 1848 
set out on a fourth ex dition across 
the continent, at is own ex- 
pense, with the object of finding a 
| practicable passage to California by 
way of the upper waters of the Kio 
Grande. With thirty-three men be 
made his way through a country 
abounding in hostile Indians and en- 
rdured horrible suffering. All of his 
animals and one-third of his men 
perished, and he was forced to return 
to Santa Fé. Undaunted he gathered 
another band of thirty men, and, after 
a long search, discovered a secure 
route which he, reached

In 
the autumn of 1861 he moved bis army 
in pursuit of the enemy, andin Novem- 
ber was relieved of his command 
owing to complaints of arbitrariness 
which nad 2 against him. In 
March, 1862, he was given the com- 
mand of the ‘newly-created „mountain 
district“ of Virginia, Kentucky and 
Tennessee.

A Crowded Lake Steamer Sunk by 
the Swilt Destroyer. 


Over One Hundred Passeneress Perish 
—Sixty Corpses Recovered, 


The Storm’s Terrible Havoc About 
St. Paul, Minn.—Several Per- 
sons Killed and a Creat 
Number Wounded. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Sr. PAUL (Minu.,) July 13.—{By the 
Associated Press.] A report is just 
received in this city that a cyclone or 
hurricane struck the little city of Lake 
City, located on Lake Pepin, about 
seventy miles below here, and that a 
large number of people were killed by 
the sluking of asteamer. The steamer 
Sea Wing was coming up the lake 
about 9 o’clock tonight, and, when op- 
posite the aity, the storm struck it 
fairly and sent it to the bottom. 

There were on board some one hun- 
dred and fifty people from Diamond 
Bluff, and about fifty more were on a 
barge which wasin tow. The loss of 
life runs over one hundred at the 
lowest. 

ILL-FATED EXCURSIONISTS. 

MINNEAPOLIS (Minn.,) July 13.—The 
steamer Sea Wing left Red Wing, 
Minn., this afternoon with 250 passen- 
gers on board, bound for Lake City, 
where the State encampment of mili- 
tia is in progress. At several small 
towns along the shore of Lake Pepin 
enough more people were taken on 
board to make about 350 when the boat 
reached its destination. A barge was 
in tow which carried one hundred of 
this number.

When near the central point, about 
two miles above Lake City,the steamer 
was at the mercy of the waves, 
which were washing over the boat. and 
all was confusion. The boat was then 
run on a bar and the barge cut loose, 
but the wind again set the steamer 
adrift in the lake. A number of those 
on the barge jumped into the water 
and swam ashore. <As the barge 
floated again into deep water, those on 
board her saw the steamer as it was 
carried helplessly out into the middle 
of the lake and tossed about on the 
raging waters. They were horrified a 
moment later to see 
THE STEAMER CAPSIZE, 

carrying with it its cargo of one hun- 
dred and fifty people. Those on the 
barge remained there until they were 
drifted nearer the shore, and they were 
all rescued or swam ashore. There

DEATH OF GEN, FREMONT. 
Gen.. John Charies Fremont died 


dence of his adopted daughter, after a 
brief illness, at the age of 77 years 


Gen. Fremont’s career was a more 
romantic, eventful and varied one 
than often falls to the lot of man in 
these prosaic times. His life 
is intimately bound up with the ex- 
ploration and settlement of this 
great Pacific empire, to the establish- 
ment of which be contributed so 
largely. His many expeditions to the 
Pacific Coast earned for him the title 
of **Pathfinder.”’ 

Gen. Fremont was a man of great 
courage, determination aud persever- 
ance, with strongly formed ideas, 
which be never feared to maintain 
against odds. As an explorer, a sol- 
dier and a politician—in the highest 
sense of that much-abused word—he 
won fame which will be lasting. 

While he was the pioneer of Repub- 
licanism, his chief renown will ever be 
connected with his exploration of the 
then little-known region west of the 
Rocky Mountains, now the scene of so 
much activity and progress. 

Gen. Fremont recently resided for 
some time in this city, where he and 
his talented wife have many warm 
friends, who will mourn bis takiug off. 
He was of late in straightened circum- 
stances, which were only recently re- 
lieved by a tardy act of Congress, to- 
gether with the discovery that there 
was due to him a considerable amount 
from the Federal Government, This 


afforded him a relief which he was to 


enjoy but for a very short time. 

In the American biography of the 
nineteeth century the name of Gen. 
Fremont will stand out as one of the 
most picturesque and interesting char- 
acters. He is a man who made history 
and discovered an empire. 


THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


Among the municipal institutions, 
of which our citizens have reason to be 
proud, there is not one which is more 
creditable for its efficiency than the 
Public Library. Considering the small 
beginuings of about a year ago, with 
which the present board of directors 
took charge, the progress that has 
been made is little short of marvelous. 

So much could not have been accom- 
plished without substantial help in the 
way of funds, and the aetion of the 
Council in making a liberal appropria- 
tion last year has been amply justified 
by the careful and judicious system of 
administration which bas prevailed. 

The charter provides that the Public 
Library shall be supported by an ap- 
propriation from the tax levy, not to 
exceed five cents on the dollar of the 
amount collected. There will be no 
danger in allowing this amount for the 
coming fiscal year, and it will be found, 
no doubt, sufficient to carry on the 
good work to the satisfaction.of.our 
citizens, making the library what it 
should be—one of the principal educa- 
tional institutions of the city. 


Wu reproduced in yesterday’s 
from a San Diego paper an interview 
with Maj. George H. Bonebrake of 
this city relative to the Congressional 
question. Maj. Bonebrake frankly de- 
clared in that interview just the . sen- 
timents he is known to hava enter- 
tained for mauy months, namely. that 
he is not an aspirant for the Congres- 
sional nomination, he having loyally 
stood aside. When Col. Markham was 
first brought tothe front by his friends 
for the gubernatorial office, Maj. Bone- 
brake took this unselfish action in 
order the more effectually to serve his 
friend and the Republican favorite, be- 
lieving that, should Los Angeles 
county enter the Congressional arena, 
in addition to bringing forward a can- 
didate for Governor, the movement 
would be looked upon with disfavor by 
the Republicans of other counties in 
the Sixth District having Congres- 


sional aspirants. Maj. Bone- 
brake’s course was not only 
marked by unselfishness and 


loyalty to his friend, but it was the 
embodiment of good politics and sa- 
gacity. He is a true man, an ardent 
Republioan, and fit timber for a Con- 
gressman, but is not an aspirant this 
trip.” He is entitled to full credit for 
his consistent and honorable conduct 
in that matter, and those people and 
journals who have allowed themselves 
to get off their bearings in regard to 
him should make a note of the 
facts in the case, and resume their true 
course. . 

It may be said, further, that our Re- 
publican wheelhorse, in adopting the 
course he has, truly reflects the views 
of the great mass of Col. Markham’s 
political friends, so far as this matter 
of a Los Angeles county candidate is 
concerned. This has been the case 
from the start.

THE CYCLONE’S FURY AROUND 
: ST. PAUL, MINN, 


— 


An Appalling Death List in Neigh- 
boring Towns—A Great Num- 
dor of Unfortunates 
Wounded. 


Telegraph to The Times. 
Sr. Paul (Minn.,) July 13.—[By tke 
Associated Press.] A few moments 
before 5 o’clock this afternoon clouds 
which had been threatening a storm 
began to collect over the region of 
Lake McCarron,two or three miles 
north of thia city. They soon took on 
the rotary motion and the terrible ap- 
pearance of acyclone. Hundreds of 
citizens watched the clouds as they 
swept together and followed their 
course to the northwest, in which 
direction many of their friends had 
gone to spend the day at some of the 
many little lakes scattered over the 
country. Anxiety for the absent drew 
many down town during the evening 
to learn the first possible particulars of 
what was thought to be undoubtedly a 
disastrous storm. 
THE CYCLONE STRIKES. | 

The cyclone developed from a ter- 
rific storm of wind, rain and hail 
which set in at 3:30 o’clock and raged 
with unabated fury until nearly 5 
o’elock. At the latter hour the clouds 
in the southwest suddenly assumed a 
funnel-like shape, being fringed with 
lace-work of fleecy white. When the 


-leddying monster gained its full mo- 


mentum the wind suddenly veered 
from east to south. Almost in a 
twinkling the great swirling mass 
spread out like a fan, and, sweeping 
across Lake Gervaise, leveled every- 
thinginits path. The scene tonight 
absolutely beggars description. The 
number of dead is not definitely known 
and there is no means of ascertaining 
who the wounded are. There must be 
from twenty-five to forty wounded, 
some of them seriously, but 
most of them slightly. They have been 
taken to residences in various parts of 
the city, and no one has any idea who 
they are. There is no organized sys- 
tem of relief, and consequently every- 
body is at sea as to the real extent of 
the casualty. It is believed, however, 
that six would cover the number killed, 
but there are several wounded who are 
likely to die. : 
REPORTS OF DISASTER. 

A young man drove in from Lake 
Coleman soon afterward with the in- 
formation that at least two persons 
had been killed and over one hundred 
injured at that point. He had been 
out there with a young lady friend, and 
having gone after a buggy to drive 
home, on his return to where she had 
been standing. he found his companiou 
seriously injured by the storm, which

The dead were left at Baden for the 
Coroner of the county. The injured 
were brought to this city and placed in 
St. Luke’s Hospital. 

The killed are: Mrs. Roschmann and 
child, Mrs, Strobel and child, Mrs. 
George Eberlin. The wounded are 
George Eberlin and child, C. Beach 
and child, Mrs. Giesen and child. Mrs. 
Giesen will probably die, and her chil- 
aren's condition is serious. The others 
will recover.

But always be obliging, always ready 
to lend, when to borrow is an excusa- 
ble necessity; but never let this neces- 
sity arise through your own careless- 
ness or lack of foresight. 

Po unto others as you would have 
them do unto you,’ is the noblest rule 
of humanaction. But it does not mean 
that because one is my brother, or sis- 
ter, or friend, he should do everything 
I ask and give me unlimited right to 
whatever he possesses.” iy

each other’s individual rights. The 
brother had a lady friend to whom he 
wished to give a birthday gift.
